8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  school  district 
officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of 
the  district,  and  to  authorize  the  application  against  said  appropriation 
of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from  the  state  founc**!- 
ticn  aid  fund  together  with  other  income;  the  school  board  to  certify 
to  the  selectmen  the  balance  between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the 
appropriation,  which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town. 

9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  continuance  of  the  telephone 
at  the  Jennie  D.  Blake  School. 
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10.    To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally  come  before 
this    meeting.

To  the  Board  of  Education  and  Citizens  of  the  Hill  School  District: 
I    herewith    submit    my  annual    report    as  your    Superintendent  of 

Schools. 

The  staff  of  the  Jennie  Blake  School  this  year  includes  Mr.  James 
MacFarlane,  Jr.  as  your  Principal  and  teacher  of  grades  five  and  six. 
Mrs.  Grace  Colby  returned  to  grades  three  and  four.  Miss  Elaine 
Bodle  is  your  teacher  for  grades  one  and  two.  Mrs.  Martha  Gilchrist 
continues  as  your  school  nurse  as  does  Mr.  Vincent  Kondrotas  in 
music.  Mrs.  Sally  Baranowski  began  as  your  Title  I  reading  teacher 
at  the  mid-year.  Now  that  the  new  teachers  are  acquainted  with  the 
school  and  community,  I  feel  that  the  education  is  progressing  very 
well  at  the  Jennie  Blake  School. 

Improvement  to  the  school  plant  last  summer  has  provided  the 
school  with  usable  teaching  space  and  a  library  area  in  the  basement 
of  tihe  scbool.  This  new  area  has  been  used  for  films,  filmstrips, 
library  and  research  classes. 

Our  educational  programs  in  modern  mathematics  and  our  integrat- 
ed phonics  and  reading  system  are  progressing.  Conversational  French 
was  dropped  this  year  due  to  the  educational  television  stations 
cancellation   of   the   French   program. 

The  budget  for  1969-1970  of  $85,056.78  is  up  $5,471.80  over  this 
year's  budget.  The  major  portion  of  this  increase  is  $2,892.52  for 
teacher  salary  increases  to  meet  the  new  salary  schedule.  The  second 
major  increase  of  $2,557.00  is  for  tuition.  It  is  felt  that  the  amount 
requested  is  needed  for  the  proper  operation  of  our  school  system. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Board  of  Education 
and  the  Citizens  of  Hill  for  their  support  of  our  educational  efforts.
